Grant for Indians Queen's Birthday 
; ’ Celebration. j 


Epttor Staxpanv :—I noticed in your daily 
of theOrd of April a few remarks taken from 
the Parish Magazine in relation to the Démin- 
don Grant for Indian purposes,/ the 
truth of which is tuo plain to be contradicted. 
The practice of calling the Indians together 
at New Westminster from a distance of one 
hundred miles, and often greater, at a sgason 
of the year when they should be fencing 
-ond planting their grounds, and preparifig for 
the comiag winter, and throwing away/hun- 
dreds’ of dollars om them in the way of } tew 
biscuits and a few spoonsful of molasses gach, 
is surely ope that will not recommend itoelt 
to thove who feel an interest in the welfare of 
the Indians. While on the other band under- 
takings, such are shown in the followisg 
letter from the Rev, D. Holmes, which! that 
gentleman bas allowed me to forward t@ you

My Dean Sin :—I subjoin a report of our 
present school and the fuiure plan of the Io- 
stitatios or Orphanage | named to you. 

Ono arriving at this Mission in 1867 F soon 
found that if we were successfully to break 
dowo the strongholds of superstition and 
ignorance it must be by not only imparting 
religious truths orally to the Indian adults 
who seemed glad to have the, opportunity of 
listeving to them, but chiefly by instracting 
the young ; hence my, next endeavor was to 
commence @ school for as many as wou!ld 

‘ avail themselves of the opportunity of attend- 
ing. Haviog vo building for that purpose | 
turned @ room of the Parsonage into a schoo} 
room, althowgh these uncivilized urchins not 


' being clean in their dress or person, some- 


what affected the purity. of the atmosphere, 
consequently my bealih began th suffer. The 
eurrent expenses toa grent extent devolved 
eon myself. The St. Jobo's Church built fora 
white cougregation, not being convenient for 
Indian use. impelled me to seck aid towards 
the building of a chapel and school for Io- 
diaos. In 1869 the'said building was erected 
@o # prominent site near the Indian reserve, 
sod has hitherto proved very useful in ac- 
commodating large congregations of atten- 
tive listeners, as well as serving as a day 
school for Indian children. It has been a 
great straggle on my part to defray current 
expenses; the assistance received has been 
chiefly rendered by christian friends in Eng- 
land ; the Government of this cototry re‘us- 
ing to give the slightest assistance in the 
education or moral welfare of Indians. At 
ove time the Bishop made a grant from the 
Churcb Fund for tue support of ten boys to 
be selected from various villages, and taught 
ia the various branches of useful knowledge, 
‘anda portion of church land at Hope was 

laced at my service for the benefit of the 

ission. This was intended to be an Indus- 
trial Farm on which the boys might work 
certain hours, and raise their own produce. 
But the distance from Yale was the great 


, drawback to the success of that undertaking 


io ao industrial point of view. The boys 
progressed very favorab'y, but for want of 


' funds the grant bad to be reduced, conse- 


quently at present! have only a day school 
for as many as will avail themselves of the 
opportunity. The disadvantage of this being, 
that children are too much subject to home 
influence, and are apt te attend very irregu- 
larly. We need not wooder at their irrega 
larity when a law bas to be enacted to compe! 
attendance at the Government schools. At 
first an Indian cannot see the-use of I¢arning 
to read, (and being naturally selfish himself) 
be is apt to think that one has some:. selfish 
motive io trying to. persuade him, but after a 
time be begins to see -the use of education, 
aod-willapply bimseif diligently. Tbe school 
is commenced by singing and prayer, the pupils 
then proceed to the various studies; readiaz, 


-\ writing, arithmetic, natural history, scrip- 


ture, rniong from ‘pictures, music, and 
general subjects. 

I am proposing a plan to the Bishop, and 
would ajso submit it to the kind consideration 
of those gentiemen Who control our Indian 
policy, as well as all friends of education and 
pbilaotbropy, a subject which bas been on 
my mind some time, but lack of funds has 


prevented me from bringing it intovexecution. |’ 


I am convinced that a nobler object could not 
be seton foot. We bave about 200 acres of 
excellent land extending from the Coqueslla 
near Hope ; in a mést healthy district and s 
more beautiful and picturesque ; locality. can- 
not be found in British Columbia, In one 
corner of this estate; overlooking that rapid 
and beautiful stream; the Coquealla, I pro- 
pose as the site of ao Institution or Orpba- 
nage for Jadien boys, orphans, and outcasts, 
where they would gbe admitted for a certu:o 
time ; fed, clothed, instructed, and taught 
ia the various branches of industry aod trade, 
afterwards they should be assisted to gcquir- 
ing « iiveliboud, and the Institution should 
be ever after regarded as their home, to which 
they might return in sickness or distress, aad 
in retaro for which kindness they might (if 
able) do service for the good-will] of the Iasti- 
tation. I would plant this on a firm liberal 
basis, and if aid were rendered by the Iodian 
agents, 1 would be willing to submit to cer- 
tain regulations, provided that the progress 
of the Srpiienes should not be retarded. 

The. buildings should consist of a main 
building containing school room, dormitories, 
commen room, aod kitchen, a house for cler- 
gyman, (most probably myself) and assistant 
Catechist, hospiinl, chapel, out-buildings 
for industrial training; «#s for instance car- 
pentér’s shop, &. The farm would serve for 
training in ayricul ure and stock raising, &¢. 

Abou: $4000 should be raised to supply 
the plant. Whe a sufficient sum is contri- 
buted so as ty warrant proceedings, the work 
will be commenced. 

I am persuaded that such an Institution is 
much.nevded.- No arguments are required to 
advocate the cause of education for the chil- 
dren of well-to-do parents. Then who is 
there among us who would refuse help to the 
destitute, the poor, and the outcast. 

Ithaek you for your kind permission to 
receive a stutement of my plans, and if you 
cau make any use of it in the turtherauce of 
my wishes; you will, I feel confident, be 
helping a good work. I donot expect to 
raise the whole of the aforenamed gum in this 
Province, but no doubt British Columbia will 
Go its part

You will see by the absve letter that Mr. 
Holmes bas not only devoted the most of bis 
tame to the service of the Indian, but bas 
borne a great part of the cash expense of find- 
ing elothing and schooling, those referred to 
in bis letter. He bas been: nearly in constan’ 
attendance on them in sickness, nas supplied 
them with medicine when necessary, and’! 
ean sately say has put forth every effort for 


. *heir advancement and civilization, at * sacri- 


fice not only of time and money, but often 
much to the injury of bis own health. Surely 
if it ie the wish of the Government to improve 
the Indians by instructing them in mechan 

ical, agricultural, and other industries 
thereby enabling them to make their living 
honestly, und to become useful subjects, 
such efforts aod such enterprises should be 
Gesisted, and the result would be beneficial 
far beyond the money value of the contribu- 
tion. As by the fact being made known to 
the Indians that the Government not only 

“pprove of euch a course, but were aiding in 

ite inauguration.and maintainance it would 

their confidence in their instruction 
aad their iuterest io their studies, therefore 
feeling confident that the highly exteemed | 


gentleman, in whose bands the welfare of the 

Indians now rests, will kindly notice any 

effort of any person to assist ia iostracting 

and civilizing the Indians, and will render 
any assistance in his power on that behalf.

[Note.—We bave great pleasure indeed in 
giting place to the abave communication. It 
certainly does look any'hing but the correct 
method of dealing with the natives to squan- 
der money, sppropr.ated by the Dominion 
Government for their moral and social im- 
provement, in frivolous amusements calcu- 
lated only to engender babits of dissipation 
and idleness, when thereare so many other 
and better ways of devoting the moneys 50 
appropriated for their use and benefit. Surely 
the work in which Mr. Holmes is engaged 
deserves both sympathy aod encouragement 
at the bands of the Government, and to 
throw away five bundred dollars in a grad 
caronse at New Westminster on the Queen’s 
birthday, while tbe Indian mission at Yale is 
languishing for want of material aid, looks 
very much like asad misconception of the 
true intent and object of the Government is 
setting spart a portion of the public revenue 
for their use. Mr. Holmes 1 not the only 
one, however, engaged in the laudable work 
of imparting instruction to the natives—ia- 
boring to ameliorate their condition and to 
raise them in the scale of being. Mr. Dua- 
can, at Metiakathia, Mr. Tomlinson at Naas, 
Mr. Tate at Nanaimo, Mr. Crosby at Cbilli- 
whack, and also im this city and at New 
Westminster, are parties engaged in similar 
works of faith and labors of love ia bebalf of 
the natives, and all maintained by contribu- 
tions from private individuals. If, therefore, 
the Goveroment Indian fund for this Prov- 
ince is so flush that five buodred dollars cau 
be spared for indulgence in sports of a char- 
acter that can redound in no substantial 
good to thdése who engage in them, is it too 
much to claim a sbare of these funds to meet 
| the expenses necessary to keep the institu- 
| tions ubove referred to, in successful opera- 
| tion, the tendency and aim of which is to 
e'evate the natives, improve them mentally 
and morslly, and to transform them from a 
state of abject beathenism to good aod use-

‘Observer's’ 
letter if you could obtain anything from it 
but disgust, would convey the impres:ija 
that the application of the lease law was a 
hardehip to tue actual setiler. Now, sir, this 
I deny in toto. The lease law is a boon to 
the actunl ‘settler ; the only parties incon- 
veaienced are the outside men, stock dealers, 
teamsters acd packer , men / without an 
abiding place, whose bome is anywhere 
where night overtakes them ; who drive their 
stock upon our winter ranges, winter or sua- 
mer, aud when their stock has eaten our 
aeighborhood out, they can remove to 
another. The case is quite different with the 
actual settler; he eannot pull up stakes and 
remove when the feed is destroyed in our 
place; he bas to remain and see his stock per- 
igh, because tN& outside man's siock has 
destroyed what was necessary to winter the 
stock of the actual settler, The settlers are 
quite alive to the necessity and benefits of tLe 
law, as is proved by all of tiem in this 
neighborhood having leased or applied to 
lease, with, I believe, a single exception ; I 
meav, df course, meo interested in stock 
We musilease to preserve; anyone acquainted 
with the couutry knows the limited extent of 
the winter range; and that with the number of 
stoch owned now in the neighbothsod, it is 
necessary to protect the wister ranges from 
the depredations of stock in the summer 
time. The actual settlers saw the position; 
they could not sbut their eyes to the future ; 
they saw the ranges growing poorer annual- 
Wi the |buoch gtass nearly de-troyed, and 
their own stock; rapidly increasing. This 
alarmed them, and as self preservation is the 
first law of nature, they availed themse!yes 
of the only law ‘{come-at able.” They Ap- 
plied for leases covering a portion of the 
country most exposed. This created an ex- 
citement in the minds of one or two such 
men as “Observer,’’ whe circulated a petition 
and got men living twelve or fourteen’ miles 
awny, aod some men who uever had owned 
stock in the country, to siga it. This was 
forwarded to the Government of the day, who 
dispatcbed an cflicer, a gentleman of bigh 
standing and repute, and wholly disinterested 
witbalto our neighborhood, to inquire and |. 
report upon the leases and the petition. I 
tor one can vouch for the vigilance and atten- 
tion of the officer in the discharge of this 
duty, and upoa his report the leuses were 
granted, aod now what |: asebolders complain 
of is that the presentG. vernment by the eaten- 
sion of the road ordinance, his raised the 
rental fifty per per cent at one step; but the 
leaseholdersare lawabiding men,and expect to 
obey this or any law relating, or in any way 
assisting them to protect the winter rauges. 
‘Observer’ talks of mal-admiaistration, and 
the dissatisfaction around bere, but at the 
same time modestly asserts that he is no poli- 
tician. This last ascertion is the only one in 
te-whole affairtha-I believein ; mal-admia- 
istration indeed.— If Observer” bad not-de- 
elated that he was no politician, | would like 
to. ask him what he meant by this.. The land 
law legalisiog \eases was passed in Governor 
Musgrave's time in 1870; but “Observer"’ 
would like to impress upon the public, that 
later or present administrations were respoo- 
sible for all the merits or demerits of the 
law ; after that ‘‘Observer’’ need not tell as 
be is no politician. I bave kaown ‘Obser- 
ver’’ a number of years, and during succes- 
sive admin‘strations, and I never yet koew 
him satisfied ; he is a typical Queen's County 
man, and always ‘‘agin the Government be 
javers.”
